He 
mentioned particularly the decision 
of the Government to immediately 
complete the road to Port Renfrew 
so a? to give Victoria merchants an < 
opportunity to compete with the 
Mainland for business of shipping 
supplies to lumbering and other op¬ 
erations. 

Alderman 8tralth said that the, 
tourist industry was one of the four j 
major industries in the Dominion. In : 
1336, Government figures estimated 
the value of the tourist traffic to 
Canada as $302,000,000. of which Vic¬ 
toria wsa estimated to have received | 
$2,630,000 He stated the Provincial ■ 
Government, during its term of! 
office, had fully realised the value of j 
the tourist industry and had con- - 
tributed generously in cash grants 1 
and through the Provincial Bureau 
towards publicity. He also men¬ 
tioned the recent grant of $25,000 to 
Victorias Jubilee celebration com¬ 
mit tee Victoria needed the tourist 
industry in order to bring additional 
capital to replace that lost through 
the cloaing down of various indus¬ 
tries. 

He intimated the Government. J 
headed by Premier Pattullo. would i 
deal generously with the Capital; 
City In the matter of providing aids 
to increase tourist traffic with the! 
view that every tourist is a potential i 
resident of the future. 

SOCIAL SERVICES 

Mrs. Hodges discussed matters re- ' 
lated to social services and more 
particularly those concerning labor 
She stated that in Canada, as well 
as in the Old Country, it was diffi¬ 
cult to single out one piece of social | 
legislation that had not been spon¬ 
sored by a Liberal Government. Dur¬ 
ing the last Conservative Govern¬ 
ment's term, she said, grants to hos¬ 
pitals had been curtailed and “at a 
time when additional services of j 
hospitalisation were required be-; 
cause of conditions.'* The Liberal; 
Government had been able to restore 
those grants and had taken the lead 
in formulating a new policy of pre- 
ventlve medicine and a system j 
whereby tndigents could be cared for i 
in Institutions in cases when their 
ailmehts did not require constant j 
hospitalization Mrs. Hodges also re¬ 
ferred to the generous increase tn I 
mothers' pensions by the Liberal ad¬ 
ministration. Those things, she said, 
were achievements and were more 
valuable than promises.

Sir—For the benefit of those of 
your leaders who might be misled 
by them. I ask your permission to 
correct the mUUtement* concern¬ 
ing Social Credit made by C. Law 
in a recent letter in The Colonist 

I will endeavor to take up his 
points in order. He writes “We 
have only to turn to Alberts to ms 
the result which is inevitable when 
such schemes are permitted ' There 
Is no 8 oclal Credit in Alberta, and 
the Aberhart Government has not 
yet taken the necessary steps to¬ 
ward it. " 

Mr Law suggests that the "de¬ 
faults. confiscation and Increased 
taxation” In Alberta are in some 
way connected with Social Credit 
Aside from the fact that In these 
matters Mr Aberhart is following 
precisely in the footsteps of all 
sound money” governments, in¬ 
cluding our own In British Colum¬ 
bia. such things have no connec¬ 
tion with Social Credit If Mr Ab¬ 
erhart. had moved toward Social 
Credit instead of trying to avoid It, 
there would have been In Alberta 
no “defaults” and there would have
